American Sailor Tells of Work on 
Destroyer. 


Practically Constant Duty. Cheerfully 
Performed, Was the Lot of the 
Finest Body of Men That Ever 
Wore the Sailors' Blue. 


II. B. Haviland of the staff of the 
New York Times enlisted In the navy 
soou after the United States entered 
the war. 
After additional training at 
Brest, France, Mr. Haviland was as­ 
signed to the destroyer McDougal, ou 
which be has since served. Iu a recent 
letter be gives this description of his 
trip to France and life ou the de­ 
stroyer: 
“There was constant work for the 
destroyer sailors. The ship upon which 
I ain serving was at sea about twenty- 
six days out of the month of August. 
That shows that there was no one play­ 
ing the role of ‘slacker.’ 
The success j 
of the shipping hits been largely due to 
the watchfulness and efficiency of the 
oUlcers and men of the destroyers. 
Notice the accounts of shipping sunk 
since the United States navy has been 
on the job—comparatively few, aud 
the loss of life low, for which we are 
all very thankful. 
“Many times we have brought trans­ 
ports with soldiers aboard safely Into 
port, and remarked iliat where we left 
off the soldiers would keep right on 
and on. 
Their work was practically 
juM beginning—many would never re­ 
turn, tunny more would return crip­ 
pled, sadly disfigured, many 
whose 
lives would be worthless after the war, 
and vv*» were sorry for them. Yet (it is 
a strange coil dieting feeling) we were 
happy for them to think that they were 
going bravely forward to whatever 
their fate might he, without hesitation 
and with a true spirit, willing to do 
anil iii" I cr the honor and future wel­ 
fare of their country—the future, per­ 
haps, of the whole world. 
It Is won­ 
derful when you think about it. 
We 
have experienced a great many Inter­ 
esting, exciting instances, but it would 
take up too nun ti space to relate 
them.

Liverpool,

Dwellings, barns, outbuildings, sheds. 
posts, fences, stock enclosures, wagons, 
implemeats, windmills aud other struc­ 
tures, whether of wood, Iron or cemest, 
should be preserved, through the use 
of paint, from rapid decay.
